Dr. J. B. Millison Dead 


Mr. James Heaton is in receipt of a 


letter from Belmont, Ohio, which contains 
the information that Dr. Jnmes B. Milli- 
son, for many years a practitioner in 
Decatur, had died near that place some 
time in the month ^of last September.

He 
was somewhat given to speculating, and 
had a long fight in court about a match 
safe, which addled the brain of Tom 
Hathaway, who is now a county charge 
at the poor farm. Withal the deceased 
was a good citizen, and those who knew 
him will regret to learn of his death. 


The Wabash Blockade. 


Silas Lowry, son of Justice Lowry, is a 


fireman on engine 357 in the Wabaah 
yard at Chicago. Ho writes home telling 
of the prolonged snow blockade at Grand 
Crossing last week. The Wabash had 
two stock trains snowed in at Grand 
Crossing. Of the 20 cars of stock all 
were cattle except three of hogs. Some 
cattle were found frozen, and others had 
to be killed. Men were offered 50 cents 
an hour to go to the rescue of the stock, 
and arriving near the train they refused 
to go to work because they could not see 
ten paces ohead for the immense drifts of 
snow. Silas was out in the snow storm 
48 hours with his engine, and got out 
with a frozen ear. Ten other engines 
were snowed in for two days at the same 
place, and there was more or less suffer- 
ing among the men, with the thermome- 
ter at 30 nnd 35 below and the wind 
sweeping across the prairie with blizzard 
force. Silas is glad he got out without 
making a subject' or a coroner. The Wa- 
bash road was opened into Chicago Sat- 
urday night, and trains are now making 
regular trips.

Electrical Phenomena. 


Last Saturday the electrical conditions

Owen Roney Wanted for Knocking Down 


a Logan county Man Near 


tno Union Depot. 


Prom Tuesdays Daily, 


A etate warrant is ID the hands of the 


officers for the arrest of Decntm's noted 
"Black Bart," the slippery Owen Roney, 
who has been behind the bara in our 
county jail more frequently than any 
other local character. He is charged with 
being up to his old tricks again—that of 
highway robbery. The deed was com- 
mitted Sunday night soon after dark, n 
half mile above the Union depot, on the 
Illinois Central road, und the victim was 
W. L Ferriss, a Logan county farmer, 
who is related to the Austins living near 
Blue Mound, and the robber got away 
with about 820 in clean cash and a silver 
watch and chain worth $35. The farmer 
arrived here Saturday and had purchased 
a ticket over the Central road to Maeon, 
but owing to the snow blockade he could 
not got away; so Sunday night found him 
still at the depot, a little boozy, and wait- 
ing for the train. A party who is de- 
scribed as Owen Roney spied the farmer, 
noted his condition, and planned to "do 
him up." 
After a little colloquy, the 


stranger stated that he had a ticket for 
Maeon, and wanted to get there as quick- 
ly as possible. Roney braced up instant- 
ly, represented himself as a conductor, 
told the farmer that he had just been 
ordered to take an extra freight south, 
and graciously stated that the pilgrim 
might go to Maeon on his train. Roney 
pretended to be in a great hurry, as his 
train was about to start, and he hustled 
the farmer up the track where a lot of 
cars were standing. Roney said: "That's 
my train; get on quick." 
The farmer 


asked: "Where's the caboose? I don't 
see it." For ran answer Roney replied: 
"Here's the caboose,'" at the snme time 
dealing the easy victim n beef-killing blow 
on the right side of his neck, which felled 
him heavily down upon the snow along- 
side the cars 'in that lonely part of the 
town. Instantly the robber relieved the 
man of his valuables and then fledjsinee 
which time he has not been seen or heard 
of in any quarter of the city. Mr. Ferriss 
recovered from the shook m a few min- 
utea and found his way to the depot, 
whore he related the facts of the robbery 
aboutas stated to Officer Condon. The 
description given tallied exactly with the 
personal appearance of Owen Honey, and 
a warrant fur hia arrest was procured at 
Justice McGorrny's office. Marshal Ma- 
son is confident that at last Roney can be 
sent up the road on the robbery charge, 
provided the prosecuting witness puts in 
an appearance. But the first thing in or- 
der ia to cat* Roney. He in yet at liber- 
ty. The farmer is visiting his relatives 
this week near Blue Mound,

The Bond Case. 


There has never beon a more mel- 


ancholy case in the history o£ crime 
in Illinois than that which has just 
ended at Hillsboro in the acquittal 
of John 0. Montgomery, Lee Pettus 
and Emanuel Clemsnti, tried upon 
a charge of assaulting and outraging 
Emma Bond, in Christian county, in 
June, 1882 : A young girl subjected 
to a nameless outrage upon her per- 
son, with all its attendant horrors 
and sufferings, a family brought to 
sorrow and almost beggared in at- 
tempting to bring the perpetrators 
to justice, two suicides directly Truce- 
able to the crime, a jail breaking 
and almost a lynching by an infuri- 
ated mob, an attempted abduction 
of the unfortunate girl, a protracted 
trial marked by a dramatic identifi- 
cation by Bliss Bond of one of the 
defendants, and then an acquittal. 
There the efforts of the law must 
cease, so far as those defendants are 
concerned, and unless new develop- 
ments tending to fasten the guilt 
upon some one elae come to light it 
ia likely that the case will speedily 
fade from the public mind, and the 
perpetrators of one of the vilest out- 
rages ever committed will go un- 
whipt of justice. 


There will bo a wide difference of 


opinion as to the justice of the ver- 
dict rendered at Hillsboro, but we 
can havu no other method of deter- 
mining the guilt of accused parties 
except by the judgment of a jury 
that hits heard the evidence. 
The 


jury may err, but when it has once 
acquitted there is no tribunal that 
has powur to review the case, except 
the somewhat 
mythical and often 


mistaken one called public opinion. 
There is, no safety, ia any well regu- 
lated community, except in a peacea- 
ble acquiescence in the decisions of 
courts and juries, OVOTI though there 
may sometimes be doubt of their 
justice. A good many poople, doubt- 
less, will btill believe that the three 
mou. just acquitted are rually guilty, 
but the twelve "good mon and true" 
who listened to all the evidence wero 
not willing to say HO, and from that 
verdict thoro i» no appoal. 
All talk 


of visiting public wrath upon the 
acquitted defendants ought to be 
silenced at onco.

VERDICT IN THE BO^O CASE. 


The Way the Jury Stood 


The Alibi Theory Accepted. 


HILLSBOHO, ILL., Jan 
2, 12 m. 


The jury in ibe Bond caso leturned 
the following verdict a little before 
8 o'clock this evening. "We, the 
jury, find the defendants not guilty." 
Judge Plnlhps stated, before the 
verdict was read, that no sign of ap- 
probation or dissent would he toler- 
ated from the audience 
The read- 


ing, therefore, was received with si- 
lence. 
The defendants were con- 


gratulated by friends. 


The feeling as to the verdict is 


very much divided. 
A rumor was 


circulated the early part of the night 
that a mob had left Litchfield, a 
neighboring town, for the purpose of 
lynching; but, so far, they have fail- 
ed to appear. 
The night is bitter 


cold and \ery unfavorable for out 
door operations. 
The 
defendants 


remain with the jury to night in the 
court house. 
All is quiet at present 


writing, midnight 


A canvass of tho jurors showed 


that they stood seven to live for ac- 
quittal on the first ballot. 
At sup- 


per time it changed to ten for ac- 
quittal 
The jurors say they based 


their acquittal chiefly upon the alibi. 
They also considered it impossible 
for Miss Bond to have recognized 
John Montgomery as she says she 
did under the circumstances. Judge 
Phillips heartily approves the ver- 
dict, and adds that time will prove 
that justice has been done. 


HILLSBOBO, 111, Jan. 3.—The late 


defendants in the Bond trial spent 
last night in the court house under 
the protection of Sheriff Pyle and 
his deputies. 
The jury also slept 


there, as that stronghold afforded 
the safest quarters against a possible 
mob. 
This morning old J ohn Mont- 


gomery, Lee Pettua and several of 
the female 
witnesses took the 7 


o'clock train for their homes in 
Christian county. 


Montgomery said he intended to 


go home and attend to his business. 
He had given the State every oppor- 
tunity to prosecute him ; he had 
been tried and acquitted by a jury 
of the best men of the country and 
he didn't see why the people should 
cot be satisfied". 
The trial had 


ruined him financially, and he could 
not go very far because he was out 
of monsy. 
He wanted no difficulty 


and would avoid it as much as pos- 
sible, but he wouldn't go through his 
past experience again for $1,000,000. 


THE verdict of not guilty in the 


Emma Bond case will, we think, dis- 
appoint those who have closely fol- 
lowed the testimony and fully ac- 
quainted themselves with the facts 
Conviction was expected, and would 
have been justified as to at least one 
of the accused. But the trial was 
conducted in due form of law and 
all good citizens are bound to accept 
its result in good faith. 
They are 


not, however, prohibited -.from re- 
gretting that a villainous criiiie has 
gone unpunished.—Globe-Democrat.

Contracts on Sunday 


The question of the validity of a con- 


tract made on Sunday has been much 
discussed by the people, and which has 
remained an open one in this State up to 
the present time, was recently settled by 
the Supreme Court of Illinois in the case 
of Richmond vs. Moore, in which it is 
neld that a contract entered into on a 
Sunday is not void by reason of having 
been made on that day, either at the 
common law or tinder the 261 section of 
the criminal code forbidding the disturb- 
ance of the peace and good order of 
society by labor, etc., on Sunday; that the 
statute was not intended to prohibit the 
transaction of business merely as distin- 
guished from labor on Sunday, that a 
contract made on Sunday is as valid as if 
made on any other day of the week, and 
as capable o£ being enforced. That the 
construction of the word LABOB in the 
section of the statute mentioned, does not 
include mere business transactions, like 
that of the making of contracts,

"BLACK BAET.' 


An Interesting Letter From Mrs. Bowles* 


the Faithful Wife of tho Notorious 


Outlaw. 


Some weeks ago the REPUBLICAN gave 


an account of the capture in California of 
Charles E Bcmlee, alias "Black Bart," 
the notorious robber and highwaymen, 
who since his arrcet has confessed that 
he conducted alone and successfully 22 
robberies. lie was a member of Com- 
pany E. 110th Illinois Infantry, n regi- 
ment raised in this county. Christ, Rieb- 
same, of Bloomingtou, was the captain of 
Bowles company, 
The following is a 


copy of a letter received by Captain Rieb- 
snme from tbe wife of the celebrated 
prisoner1 


Mr. jRiebsame: 
DEAR Sin •—I have seen the report in 


our daily paper of a man who it must bo 
is my husband. We lived in Iowa, near 
New Oregon, two years after the war, 
when, tbe crops failing, he sold the place 
and left me with a home and started for 
Helena City, Montana, the gold regions, 
staying there over a jear, and was unfor- 
tunate m mining and was almost fianhc 
from having lost everything. All through 
the war he wrote two or three times n 
week, and never failed, and waa the same 
loving husband up to the time of his lout 
letter, dated Silver Bow, the 25th day of 
August, 1871, and then the 9th of August, 
one W ho signed his name as Wm. Jones, 
at a hotel in Virginia City, (where I had 
been directing my letters for some time, 
as he intended to go there soon) wrote me 
a letter giving me the impression that 
Charles had started homo and my letteis 
to him advertised after his leaving hud 
been taken out by this man. So we look- 
ed and waited for days and weeks and 
months until my brain almost reeled and 
still no husband came or wrote, and writ- 
ing nil tho time and his friends out there 
writing and advertising could find no 
ti ace of him, and so when years bad posh- 
ed I gave up all hope of everything and 
thought he had been killed, supposing 
him to hove had money, and God above 
knows what I Lave snlleied all thefe 
years. When this week this report came 
to me, and to-day the Pantograph gave 
mo the particulars purporting to come 
from you, every doubt w<,s put to flight. 
This is racking my brain and my three 
grown daughters who are still with mo. 
I thank you for tho kind words. + * 


His whole life up to the time of his last 


letter was what you knew it to be during 
those three years, except that I do not 
think he ever indulged in a game of cards 
up to the time of the letter last received, 
as he promised me he would not, and told 
me he hnd not only a short time before 
his last letter. All reports ore exaggerated, 
but enough has been said to show me 
that he is my husband. I have lived nil 
these years nnd never married, us I had 
promised to be his wife while I lived, and 
I love him still. The report ot his bible, 
which I gave him, was the only reason 1 
first had to dream that be was tho man [ 
fear heis, I hope I may see him yet.

all of the particulars. I cams down here 
to live wilh my brother nine vears ago.

Here is a subject that might well

The Greatest Lie. 


The cold snap of last week has brought

.New Postal Rule. 


Formerly 
photographs, letter-heads, 


etc., were classed as printed matter and 
were charged the regular rate for printed 
matter of one-half cent per ounce. But 
the postmaster general now interprets 
the law differently and has decided that 
such matter should not be classed as 
printed matter because it ia not for gen- 
eral educational and news purposes, but 
is tor paraonal use and interest, and there- 
fore comes under the head of merchan- 
dise and must have the regular merchan- 
dise rate of 1 cent per ounce paid on such 
matter. This is just twice the rate for- 
merly charged, and any .one having such 
matter to mail should be careful to pay 
the full postage, because it it is not paid 
the article will not be sent and runs a 
large chance of being lost entirely. 


82OO.OOO In Drafts Missing. 


A Peoria mail pouch containing drafts 


amounting to about 8200,000 for parties 
in Cleveland, Buffalo, Boston, New York 
and other points in the east, sent out of 
Peoria over the Indianapolis, Blooming- 
ton & Western railway, is missing, and 
there is consequently quite a flutter in 
tho ranks, fully as great as there was last 
winter when two mail pouches on the 
Wabaeh out of Decatnr went astray and 
we believe never were recovered. The 
Peoria pouch is supposed to have been 
stolen at Danville or at some place east 
of that point. It has been missing several 
weeks, but the department has been keep- 
ing the fact of the loss quiet in the hope 
that the valuable mail sack might be 
more speedily recovered. It is believed 
by a few of the officials that the pouch 
has been burned in some one ot the sev- 
eral railway accidents that occurred dur- 
ing the latter part of December, but the 
general belief is that it has been stolen.

But they don't; and 
they don't next year, or the year 
after; and when they hear the roar 
of the tide of perdition, over the 
verge »f which they will plunge 
finally, they can't. 
The time when 


men ought to stop is when they first 
seo the peril; when there is time 
enough for judgment, enough to 
bring the higher qualities of the 
mind to sit in judgment over the 
lower."

to the fact of better railroad facil- 
ities. 


The railroad from Live Oak to 


this place is nearing completion, as 
the iron is laid to a point about 15 
miles from here and the grading 
nearly done to the place where it 
unites with the old track of the Flor- 
ida Southern and thence to this city. 
This railroad is one of the schemes 
of the incorporation known as the 
Planet Investment Company, which 
owns the Savannah, Florida and 
Western and numerous branches, 
also the road from Sanford to Kissi- 
mee and Tampa, and now has formed 
a combination with 
the Florida 


Southern by which the latter com- 
)any agrees to not buikl further 
lorth than this city, and the Plant 
investment Company agrees to not 
o south of here. 
By this agree 


ment the roads work in unison, and 
t will cause a hoist to be erected at 
•his point and the exchange of cars, 
as the roads are of different gauge. 
It will add much to the prosperity of 
rrainesville, as it will cause a greater 
:oncentration of business, and Jack- 
sonville feels that much of the busi- 
ness that would otherwise come by 
the way of that city will be diverted 
through this way. 


AYith the competition of these 


roads and the business they will 
bring to this city, Gainesville is des- 
tined to be the Kailioad Center of 
Florida. 
As it will have all the fa- 


cilities for shipping north and north- 
west that Jacksonville has at present 
freights will be as cheap as from 
that city. 
By the time tbe nest veg 


etable crop is ready for shipment it 
can be sent to Chicago or St. Louis 
as readily as from any place in the 
South. 
Jacksonville is jealous of 


us the more as they seem to think it 
is all in the interest of Savannah. 


AYill. Stevenson is here enjoying 


the delightful climate and seems to 
be improving. 
We hope to see 


many more Decatur people here dur- 
ing the winter.

y was the most interesting subject for 
general comment, as the oldest inhabit- 
ant cannot recall the time when the tem- 
perature was any lower in Decatur than 
lie thermometer registered last night.

Just think of it! At W. F. Basher's 


residence, West Macon street, the mercu- 
ry marked 32 below at 5 o'clock; at the 
same hour at Dr. Stoner's drug store it 
was 31 below; at E. D. Bartholomew's 
residence it waa 30 below; at George 
Stare's residence, 30; at G. M. Wood's 
residence at 4:30 a. m. it was 30 below, 
and at many places at 7 o'clock it was 
anywhere from 23 to 26 below. The few 
farmers in from the country districts re- 
port that the temperature was very low. 
It must have been 35 below on the pr;ii- 
ries. It was a tough night on stock be- 
neath imperfect shelter. In some stables 
.n Decatur the horses were covered with 
a white coat of frost and there was frost 
on their eye-wiukers and hanging from 
their nostrils. Had there been a little 
areeze the cold would have been much 
more severe and keenly felt, but it was 
chilly enough, as those who have to be 
out upon the streets can cheerfully testi- 
fy. 
Potatoes, apples, water and milk 


froze in dwellings and tireless rooms 
seemed like ice-houses. All the store 
windows are covered with thick coats of 
frost, and merchants have had to scratch 
off the white coating to see out. At James 
Foster's, place in Wheatland township a 
cow had her teats frozen close to the 
udder. 


The effect of the cold snap on business 


is every where noticeable. The stores are 
comparatively deserted. 
Nearly every 


dealer has the blues, but he hopes for the 
speedy return ot milder weather when 
people can get about and make business 
lively again, 


The coal dealers and ice men are the 


only ones who wear smiling faces, unless 
it be the plumbers, who are always 
busy such weather as this fixing up brok- 
en pipes. 


THE 1E.UNS. 


It is no use trying to keep track of the 


trains on the difiereut railroads centering 
here. The south train on the Central 
road, due here last evening, was 15 hours 
late, No trains can get out of Chicago 
over the Wabash, because of the snow 
blockade above Forrest. It took four 
engines to get three coaches into Chicago 
over the Wabash Wednesday morning. 
The same trouble is experienced on most 
of the roads running into Chicago, and 
all are waiting for a welcome thaw. From 
the east over the main line cf the Wa- 
bash trains are off time, but they crawl 
in occasionally just to vary the monoto- 
nous gloom that has settled over the 
Union depot platform. The I, B. & W. 
trains make regular trips, and Wabash 
trains from the West come in on tolerably 
fair time.

Dr. H. C. Johns reports that it was 28 


below at his home at 6:30 this morning, 
,nd that this is the coldest weather he 
las experienced for 30 years. 


WE GET IT BVEEY 10 YEAICS. 


Mr. G. M. Wood, county treasurer, who 


s a close observer of the state of the 
:emperature, remarks that the cold snap 
of last night and to-day is the regular ten 
year visitor. He remembers that at Jack 
sonville, in January, 1874, a spirit ther- 
mometer indicated 40 below, and at the 
same time it was 35 below in Decatur; iu 
January, 1864, and again in January, 1855, 
t was equally as cold in this section. 


In 1855 County Clerk Hardy was sta- 


tion agent for the Illinois Central B. K. 
company at Moawequa. He well remem- 
bers the cold spell of that winter when 
10 stayed in the depot for a week and 
jept up booming fires to keep from freez- 
ing. His wife had gone to Bloomington 
the day before the cold snap, intending 
to return in two days, but owing to the 
drifting snow and cold she didn't get 
home for three weeks. 


Alfred Coleman reports that it was 37 


below zero at Bearsdale, a few miles 
northwest of Decatur, early this morning.

Bond was a man of strong and vigorous 
mind. So far as is known, he had not 
a personal enemy on earth. He was 
known as the most popular man in Tay- 
lorville. So far as is known, there was 
no cause for the suicide. His domestic" 
relations were pleasant. He was in in- 
dependent circumstances financially, own- 
ing over a thousand acres of the best 
land in the county, and valuable city 
property. He was, apparently, in the en- 
joyment of robust and vigorous health. 


His family report that, during the past 


few days, he hag worried a great deal in 
regard to the Bond outrage trial, at Hills- 
boro. He was a relative of Miss Emma 
Bond, It will be remembered that she 
was at his house at the time of the alleged 
attemped abduction. It must be conced- 
ed by all that whatever may have been the 
cause of the suicide, one of the best and 
noblest men of this section of Illinois has 
passed away, Mr; Bond was about fifty 
years of age. His estate is supposed to 
be worth from $50,000 to $100,000. He 
leaves a wife and five children.

It so happens that the leap 
years coincide with the years that are 
divisible by four, and thus they may be 
known. Of the years concluding centu- 
ries only every fourth is a leap year, be- 
ginning with 2,000, which is divided by 
40, as is also 2,400, etc. The term Bissex- 
tile, applied by the Romans to leap year, 
arose from their reckoning the 6th before 
the Kalends of March (24th of February) 
twice, whereas we add a day to the end 
of the month, making the 29th of Feb- 
ruary.

THE BOND CASE, 


Feeling About the Town 


of Blue Mound. 
5JW 


BLUE MOUND, 111., Jan. G.—At this 


point, eight miles from the Mont- 
gomery school-house, where Emma 
Bond is s*ud to have been outraged, 
the feeling regarding the acquittal of 
Montgomery, Pettis, and dementi is 
one of marked dissatisfaction, al- 
though the defendants are supposed 
to have a large circle of friends hare. 
A small minority of the Blue Motind- 
ers have always adhered to the be- 
lief that the defendants were inno 
eent, but tho great majority were 
firm in the conviction that they were 
gnilty. A verdict in the direction of 
this belief was confidently expected 
here, and when it was found that tho 
jnry had acquitted them the execra- 
tions cast upon the heads of the 
jnrors were lond and deep. 
Mont- 


gomery arrived here at 7 Friday 
morning and went to the home of 
George Miller, one of the leading 
wituossos of the defense, who has 
been a stanch friend of Montgomery 
throughout thia trouble. 
After leav- 


ing Hillsboro last night he and 
dementi went to Pana, where they 
separated, the latter going on to 
Chicago and Montgomery taking the 
Illinois Central llailroad to Docatur. 
He left the latter point jit ,4 o'clock 
this morning and came hero. Neither 
of the men was interfered with at 
any point on their trip, owing prob- 
ably to the fact that no one in the 
towns along thei railways was aware 
that they had left Hillsboro. 


Upon their arrival here John C. 


Montgomery met them at the depot. 
His presence heve has occasioned no 
excitement, and he will probably be 
allowed to proceed to his farm wit-b- 
ent interference. 
Lee Pettis and his 


mother went to the farm of George 
Pettis this morning. 
No violence is 


anticipated here, although the gen- 
eral feeling is strong against tho ac- 
cused men. 
It is now predicted that 


if any trouble ensues it will originate 
in Grove City, throe mil«s from the 
Montgomery neighborhood, and not 
hero, whore no one appears inclined 
to Inks tho lead in any lawless 
demonstration. 


From the great amount of talk in- 


tlnlged in here some facts which have 
notj yet boon made public may be 
gathered. 
Among othnr things it is 


stated autboritively that tho pecu- 
niary burden of the defense has been 
borne by Lewis Montgomery, a weal 
thy cousin of John C. Montgomery, 
whose home is in Wyoming Territo- 
ry, but who is now in Springfield. 
Abont $5,000 has been contributed 
by him, aud old John Montgomery 
and John C. have also spent consid- 
erable money. 


It is not generally known that the 


Bonds are related by marriage to 
the Montgomerys, as everybody in 
this section of the State appears to 
be, and the fact has never been 
made public. 
One reason given for 


the manner in which mysterious fea- 
tures were developed in this case 
was tho fact that nearly all of the 
interested parties were related in 
eome way to the Montgomerys. The 
Bonds were supposed to be the only 
ones not connected with them even 
in the remotest-degree. It now ap- 
pears that "Sonuy" Bond, who com 
mittod suicide at Taybrville on 
Tuesday, and who is a cousin of 
Emma Bond's father, was a brother- 
in-law of Lewis Montgomery. 
It is 


said that the ties of relationship 
have prevented the unearthing of a 
large number of facts which would 
shed a glaring light upon this still 
most mysterious case. 


Emma Bond and her father are at 


their home some distance north of 
Taylorville, living for the present 
somewhat secluded, the verdict, com- 
bined with the suicide in the family, 
having rather stunned 
them for a 


time Never WHS a girl more thought 
of than the heroine of this painful 
affair, and reckless, indeed, is any 
wan who would publicly affect to 
disbelieve her testimony, for there 
are a hundred young men in town 
who would willingly undertake to 
iise him as a sidewulk broom. 
It is 


said here that the expenses of tho 
trial have almost drained the Bond 
family's treasury to depletion, and 
there is mnuh gratification over the 
Bond fund originated in Palmyra, 
Wis. It is said, however, that on 
several occasions Mr. Bond has been 
tendered plenty of money, but re- 
fused it emphatically.

As Alary Jerome, the sister Super-

She was born 44 years ago in Pitts- 
burg. 
Her parents were wealthy 


nod her education progressed under 
the most favorable circumstances. 
She passed through an academic 
course of the Sisters of M>rey at 
Baltimore, and entered the Convent 
of the Congregation of Notre Dame 
at Milwaukee, when 16 years of age, 
as a novice. 
When her novitiate 


was completed she was sent by her 
Superioress to New Orleans. 
She 


remained there a few years, and was 
nest assigned to Belleville (in 1859), 
as Superioress of the new convent 
and Academy of the Notre Dame 
Society. 
The early history of the 


convent is full of difficulties overcome 
by the business tact and intelligent 
direction of the young Superioress, 
From time to time the house was en- 
larged costing in all about $80,000, 
and was the principal convent of the 
society. 
Nearly all the debt had 


been removed by the wise manage- 
ment of Mother Jerome. 
In addi- 


tion to the large convent at Belle- 
ville, Mother Jeromo founded several 
other houses ol the Society in South- 
ern Illinois, and exercised thorough 
supervision over the several convents 
south of Milwaukee, throughout her 
jurisdiction where she was so well 
known and so well beloved. 
The 


sorrow will ba limitless. 
She was a 


most unselfish and amiable women, 
beloved by everyone who knew her. 
When the fire was raging she might 
have saved herself, being in 
the 


dormitory, from which all escaped 
save her. When the others descended 
the ladder to safety, her thought and 
action were to save the lives of the 
children intrusted to her care. 
Her 


self-imposed task was fruitless in all 
communication between the Dormi- 
tory of the sisters and the dormitory 
of the children was cut off by the 
flames and suffocating smoke, and 
she perished in her heroic effort.
